%/ FEW vears ago, while we were still in 
ER ‘Tokvo, a colleague of mine told me 
this story, 


Hie Japanese chauffeur telephoned one 
morning that he was ill, His emplover waited 
for several days and then, fearing that the 
iliness might be serious, he and his wife called 
at the chauffeur’s house to inquire about him 

ined to express their sympathy. In any West- 
erm country such a gesture would be rearatilerd 
as considerate and appropriate. 

The chauffeurs wife appeared to be em- 
burrassed by the call and murmured that her 
hushand was quite well, 

The next day my colleague saw his chaut- 
feur driving the car of the Minister of a for- 
ein country. He sought ait another Japa- 
nese who knew the chauffeur and inquired 
what the trouble was. 

The Japanese replied, “Your chauffeur 
found a better position with a higher salary. 
but he knew that if he simply gaye you notice 
inorder to take a new position, it would cause 
you to lose face, He therefore very consider- 
ately told vou that he was ill. Uf you hacl beft 
things thos, all would have been well, but 
when you called at his bouse to ask abet 
hie health, the shoe was on the other foot: 
it was the chauffeur who lost face, and of 
course he ie now very angry with you, There 
is nothing more to be done.” 

Is it surprising that we Westerners find 
difficulty in understanding the mentality and 
logic of the Japanese? 

During my stay in Tokyo on American 
business man wita had lived in Japan for some 
forty years, representing a prominent Ameri- 
can firm, was called home tiv his company. 

“Now, Mr, So-and-so,” said the president 


of in firm, “please tell us what Japan is going 
ta clo,” 

“T don't know,” replied the agent. 

“What?” thundered the president. “After 
we have paid your salary for forty years to 
represent asin Japan, you have the face ty tell 
us you dont know?" 

oN,” shied the agent, “T don't know, But 
ask any of the tourists; they'll tell you!" 

The Japanese dress as we do; and in many 
respects they live and act as we do, especially 
in their modern business and industrial life. 
But they don't think as we do, and nothing 
can be more misleading than to try ta meas- 
ure by Western vurdsticks the mentality of 
the ayernuce Japanese and his reaction to any 


given set of circumetances, 


We who have lived in Japan for 10, or 20, 
or even 40 yours, know at least how com- 
paratively littl we really do know of the 
thinking processes of the Japanese, 


Geographic Setting of Japan 


But before considering more intimately the 
character of the Japanese people, let us first 
eaumine the geographic setting and material 
sources of power with which Nature and their 
own hard efforts have endowed thet. 

Japan has one of the prime essentials of war 
inf fine communications system, The Japa- 
nese islands are linked by the sea itseli, and 
are close enough to one another for cach to 
five support to the others, ‘The telancds of the 
Japanese Exupire proper are extended by the 
Kurils toward the Aleutians, and by the Loo- 
choos (Nansei Islinds), Formosa (Taiwan), 
and the mandated islands tu the Equater. 

Recently the Japanese armed forces have 
occupied almest all of Indonesian. and a great 
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part of the South Pacthe, In all that area the 
Japanese have internal sea communications. 
Their port facilities are excellent. They in- 
clude some finest harbors in the world, 
together with an ample mumber of smaller 
ports and bases. The Inland Sea of fapan 
if at Mediterranean in itself. Bays ane ¢$tu- 
aries with land-based air protection or artil- 
lery protection accommodate friencly 
while excluding all possible enemies 
Throughout these waters, an immense fleet 
of seagoing craft is mobilized for war—all the 
way from picturesque but efficient fishing 
boats to modern superdreadnoughts of great 
size. and fire power. The Japanese mercan- 
tile marine was one of the finest in the world. 
Japan has 4 large, modern shipbuiiding 
capacity where both coal- an] Diesel-powered 
nacesneer ships ancl frewhters were and are 
produced in large mimbers. There is nothing 
iInefacient about these shins 
All the Japanese liners which 
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with Britain, with Norway, antl with us fot 
the freightage of the world are now mobilized 
behind the Imperial Japanese Fleet. The brit- 
ih and American merchant fleets must serve 
all the United Nations, including the whole 
British Empire. The }apanese merchant fleet 


serves only the japantse 
Navy Effient and Concentrated 


The bnpertal Japanese Savy 15 an efficent 
instrument. Today Japan & at war with both 
Britain and the United States. Each of us 
rparately has a navy larger than fanan’s 
but we have problems in the Seven Seas: the 
two of us together cannot, at this moment 
reaccupy the vast wrens in the Pacific that 
are held by the Japanese Navy. We cannot 
at present even cut them off fram the Nether- 
lands Indies, and cutting Japan from the 
riniand of Asm is stil a taraway goal

The Japanese have lived in anticipation of 
catastrophe and fire, No blitzkriez cam com- 
pare with an erupting volcano, or with the 
ruptured earth, Japan has built her cittes to 
withstand shock. fire. concussion, 

These citiet are feck. Japan has her own 
rice, her own warden agriculture, and her own 
fisheries. 

With strong communications, miler de- 
fences, well-prepared cities, an! food, Japan 
is further reinforced by all the other apparatus 
of moder tnduistrinliam and totalitarianism, 
Her government  traditiqnal and suthorita- 
tive, It ftts the habiis of the people, and has 
their unquatined lovalts 

This government is as offensively up-to-date 
as the economic Germany af taoering or the 
propaganda Germany of Goebbels, Dicts- 
torial but sunve, the government pervades ull 
public and private lite, The Japanese Cov- 
ernment is further supported by a propaginda 
machine which has full radio, press, and mo- 
tion-picture coverage of the country.

She has taken Formosa and Hainan, [nde 
ching and Thailand. Bima andl British

poleon never saw—-perhans never knew about 
—the largest city in the world he sought to 
conquer, nor the Moscow where he met his 
nemesis: that largest cltv wis Vedo, which we 
know as Tokvo, where a vast dictatorship 
held a great orbwor culture under absolute and 
unrelenting control. 

Out of this old, big, rich, strange civiliza- 
tun, there emerged the power and brutality 
of modem Japan. 

Tt was no miracke that Japan adopted our 
machmery amd our weapons so rapidly: Japa- 
nese Civilization did it—lespotic, sophisti- 
cated, tilitary civilization. 

In the shadow of long-range electric power 
lines, the peasants follow an intensive -agri- 
culture which—prior to the great expansion 
in population following the Restoratin in 
[$68—kept the home Empire blockade-proati 
and self-suticient. In modern factories, which 
produce at speais and standards comparable 
to our own, the labor force lives by the old

This up-to-dateness of Japan depended on 
the traditional Japan. ‘The Japanese soldier

Just because o Japanese operates a hattle- 
ship, a machine lathe, a modern locomotive, or 
a combat plane, he does not become un-japa- 
nese; he is still a tough, simply satisted man 
who believes in obedience and who is used to 
hard living becaise- he has known no other. 

To call a Japanese worker or <olidier a 
“coalie is to forget the most dangerous thing 
about hit: the fact that be, no less than you 
or |. isa man of the twentieth century and 
can fight, and with some of our own weapons.

one occasion, during a four-day maneuver pe- 
riod, the Japanese commanding officer took 
his unit on a 29-hour march without rest.

while marching, so great was their fatigue, 
and one officer ran into a pile of lomber on 
the war. 

At the end of this grueling test. the com- 
mmanding officer, instead of allowing his men 
to rest, immediately sent them out to take 
up défense positions and on patrol, The 
American officer, astonished at this inhumane 
treatment, inquired why the troops could not 
be allowed a modicum of sleep in view of 
thelr obvious nearness to collapse. 

“My men know how to sleep already,” re- 
plied the Japanese officer: “T am training them 
to learn to stay awake.”

The Japanese Government did not then 
want war with the United States: perhaps the 
Japanese Army and Savy did not feel pre- 
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angry wolves, “Down with the United States!” 
they shouted. Tt was a really terrifving sight, 
At the height of this demonstration, a mem- 
ber of my staff, who was standing an a balcony 
overlonking the mob, pulled out his pocket 
handkerchief and cheerfully wayed it at the 
demonstrators, “The Japanese were astonished 
ut this unexpected gesture. Their jaws fell 
open and for a moment they ceased their 
howling. But the member of my staff kept 
right on, blithely waving his handkerchief, 
Anti then, wonder of wontlers, thuse Jana- 
avghed and pulled out thet handket- 
chiefs and waved back in most friendly spirit! 
The police of course were furious: they 
dashed around trying to stop the utiexpected 
form their carefully regimented demonstration 
had taken, But nothing could be done, and 
that whole pack of erstwhile snarling walves 
went off up the street, still heartily laughing, 


Army Bound Up with Life of People 


The. re rt Army is no protuberance like 
the tail of a dog which might be cut off to pire 
went the tail from waging the dog: It is 
inextricably bound up with the fabric of the 
entire nation. 

Certainly there are plenty of Japanese who 
dislike the Artny's methods: there is plenty 
of restiveness oe the wholesale impressment. of 
young men to fight in China, at the death and 
crippling of many, and at the restrictions ancl 
handicaps in everyday Ife entailed by the 
expenses of the China campaign. But that 





whole military machine is closely integrated 


with every phase of the national life, 

The Japanese Army has one great adlvan- 
tage over its enemies in the Far Fast—the 
iivantage of over six Vears of bard fighting in 
the China War, Japan has paid dearly for it. 
But for this grim price in blood it obtained 
a proving ground where it could build a 
tough, veteran army trained in that greatest 
of all military schools—war itself.

Japanese commentators have not even at- 
tempted to bide the fact that the High Com- 
mand was fully informed fora year before the 
war of the strenith, dispasitions, and likely 
plans of their potential enemies, A good deal 
of this information is <aid to have been ob- 
tained by “observing” maneuvers in the 
Philippines and in Malaya. 

We can seriously question whether much of 
this information was gathered by official ob- 
servers.

Island Sons Still Make History 


A century ago they housed industrious, 
while-fishing Chimkers who made history in 
all the Seven Seas. | 

Tediay, sons of Nuintucket, from thee same 
houses, still make history. For example: 

On the afternoon of February 27, 1942, 
Flight Lt. Harrison Gorman, af Nantucket. 
stead on the deck. of the ill-fated Langley, 
sixty miles off the Java coast, With him were 
a score of brother pilots. Their U.S. Army

But the heritage bequeathed by the whal- 
ing captains, whe sailed) from its harbor more 
than a century age, keeps Nantucket's hopes 
high. History telle of many island boys who 
disappeared halfway around the world. 

Didn't the whalers put to sea om distunt 
yovages, not to return for three or four 
ears? Mothers, wives, and sweethearts sel- 
(lam heard « word from them until they came 
back, their ships’ holds bulging ‘with sperm 
oi, Weren't many shipwrecked, stranded on 
remote Poriic ishinds, given up for lost, time 
and again? Didet Enoch Arden have coun- 
terparts on this very island? 

“Harrison Gorman will turn up yet,” the 
descendants of the Quaker adventurers say. 

War is an old story to Nantucket. In the 
Revolution, (34 of the Island's ships, with 
cargoes and crews, were captured by the Hrit- 
ish. Fifteen more vessels disappeared at sea, 
Loss of life has been estimated at 1,600, or 
third of the total population, The island was 
impoverished. 

A score of Nantucket men-and bovs sailed 
with John Paul Jones on the Aonger. Later, 
when his Bondonime Rickard engaged in its 
historic battle with the Serapér an September 
23, 1779, two Nantucketers, Henry Martin 
and Thomas Turner, were killed, and two 
others, Henry Gardner and Jerry Evans, were 
the heroes of the battle, 

The War of 1812 reduced the island's feet 
to 23 ships. 

In the War between the States, 339 Nan- 
tuckelers served in the Northern Atmy and 
Nivy-—so more than the island’s quota, Her 
record In World War T was just as impressive 
— 192 in the various branches of service out of 
a decreased population of about 3,000, 

Total assessed value of all property on 
Nantucket in 1918 was about five. million 
dollars; yet the island subgeribed $1,665,000 
to the five Liberty Loans, or more than 5550 
per capita, to become the banner town in the 
whole Uniterl States. It exceeded its quota 
in each of the first three Victory Loan drives 
of the present war. 

Walk down Nantucket’s old streets and 
lanes today and Jook at the tany-paned win- 
dows of the old houses. Vou will see hanging 
in them the little stars and printed signs that

Just how many islands American whalers 
listed! on maritime charts for the first time 
probably never will be ascertained. The old 
records are incomplete and not veryoaccurate. 
Nantucketers alone discovered at least a 
score, but primarily these scataring men were 
aiter whales; not tslands. 

Favorite whalehunting ground in the 19th 
century was the wide Pacific. In earlier days 
the islanders caught the big mammals in 
near-by waters, then ventured southward to 
the “Brareel Banks.” 

When Capt. Paul Worth, in the Beaver, 
rounded Cape Horn in 1791, he started a 
veritable procession into the Pacific after 
i whales. Nantuchet’s ald salts, some in 
ships of less than 250 tons, starched that vast 
body of water from the Arctic to the Antarc- 
tic, from the western coast of South America 
to Japan. Most profitable of all the whale- 
fishing areas were the “offshore grounds” off 





the coasts of Chile ani Peru, the “Japan 
grounds,” and the Arctic regions. 

A hundred vears ago nearly every boy and 
girl on Nantucket had an intimate knowledge 
of the very islands which are so puzzling to 
us today, as: we try to keep up with war news. 
from the Pacific. Nantucket whalers were 
more at home in the Gilberts, the “Feejees,” 
the Solomons, the Carolines, than it near-by 
towns on the United States miinfand. 


A “Home-made” Museum 


In the museum of the Nantucket Histori- 
cal Association | found ample evidence of the 
whalers’ journeys. Like most museums, its 
cases ore filled, and its walls lined, with treas- 
ures from many parts pf the world. But Nan- 
tucket's collection is distinetive—it all came 
richt out of the islend’s houses. No need te 
send collecting expeditions to far-olf places for 
its precious relics. 

A century ago a Captain Coffin, or Swain, 
or Starbuck, or Gardner unwitlingly became 
a Volunteer Collector, This little island, 13 
miles king and) 4 miles wide, produced enough 
rare items to stotk its own tmuseum. 

Nantuckelers were interested principally 
in sperm wholes, for im the heads of these

When the Serok, Capt. Frederick Arthur, 
came back to Nantucket im April 19, E830,

A New Lease on Life

Memorial to wo Astronomer 
Although a roster of Nantucketers who leit 
this small island to gain fame at sea, on the 
mainland, ot abroad, would be mast impres- 
sive, few memorials have heen raised to them. 
Amine the exceptions is the Maria Mitchell 
Birthplace, with its adjoining observatory and 


sctentiie library. 


ln 1847, while staivying astronomy with 
her futher, Miss Mitchell discovered the comet 
that bears her nome, She received a gold 
meal from, the King of Denmirk for her 
achievement and later became professcr of 
astronomy at Vassar. The Naniucket Maria 
Mitchell Association, made up largely of Vas- 
sar graduates, maintains this shrine. 

A-simple marker on the road to: Madaket, 
abwut six miles east of ~ town, keeps alive 
the memory of another Nantucket woman— 
Abish Folger Franklin, daughter of Peter 
Folger, an original settler, and wife of Josiah 
Franklin (page 442). She wos the mother 
of Benjamin Franktin, 

At Maddaket, Edward Starbuck, Thomus 
Coleman, and Thomas Macy built the hut in 
which they spent the winter of 1658-50 on the 
iskind. They were the forerunners of the 
first inhabitants, and came to nezotiate with 
the Enclians.

The beginning of this narrow 
neck is called the ‘daul-over,” becouse here 
fishermen used to pull their boats across the 
sandy stretch from harbor to sea, thus saving 
the long sail around the neck, Summer vuests 
have their choice of still-water bathing or 
surf bathing.

Th the 
time of King Charles 01, in whose honor the 
breed was named, the iazhionable color re- 
corded in Van Dyck's paintings was liver and 
white or white with liver markings. 

Toy Degs Once Pets of Royalty 

Toy Poodles, Spaniels, Terriers, Italian 
Greyhounds, Pugs, and other small dogs ap- 
peared ot some Of the earliest dag shows in 
Britain, an exhibition for all breeds being held 
at Hirmingham in 1861, only two years after 
the first show for fun dings aut Newcastle-on- 
Tyne. Long before that time dogs of tov site 
were cherished as pets, 

The white-and-golden-red Blenheim Spaniel 
derives his name from the seat of the Dukes 
of Marlborough. Though he is now looked 
upon as a drawing-room dog, his progenitors 
were apurting spaniels, used for woordcwk wr 
other game shooting. 

Van Diyek’s pictures prove that a dog re- 
sembling the Mlenheim Spaniel was cherished 
at court in the davs of Charles [. Sir God- 
frey Koeller, in partraits hong in Blenheim 
Palace and Ariel Castle, painted small red- 
and-white spaniels at the feet of cotrt bedu- 
tes or nestling 1 in their laps, 

In the reigns of Charles 1 and James 11, 
and up to the end of the reign of (heen Anne, 
the emall spaniel of this color was in favor, 
There ls evidence also that dogs of the same 
description were favorites in the time of Henry 
Vill, and that the Toy Spaniel was esteemed 
by Elizabeth, The small ° ‘dogo found under 
the clothes of Mary Queen of Scots-aiter her 
execution was probably of this breed.

Three of the gang—one of them concealing 
atother Fug under his overcoat—cautiously 
approached the unwary window-shopper, un- 
hooked the Willoughhy Pug from its chain, 
and substituted their own. What the lady's 
feelings were when she discoverdd the strange 
dug may be imagined! The loive who related 
the story, however, looked upon the «crime ms 
All in a day's business: 

The Willoughhy strain of Pigs, of silver- 
fawn oiler and with a distinct dark streak 
or trace marking along the back, was ob- 
toined from two specimens acquired about the 
vear 1843 by a member of the W Noughby 
family, Under his care, admirable examples 
were produend.

numerous, Nearly all of the specimens of 
German and Belgian breeding arrived with 
cut-off of “cropped-to-fashion” ears: and to 
a certain extent the custom remains.

All the World Loves Dogs 

A dog story may be picked up any day on 
the highways or byways.of any city, town, 
or village the world over; but the searcher 
for such topics must know his dog, or, in other

Toy Pomeranian 


The Toy Pomeranian is the smallest of the 
long-coated Spitz Jomily, and, like the larcer dows 
of its breed. 4a its origin in Pomerania, a prov- 
ince of Germany (Plate LIT and pore 464). 

The Toy Porermian retains the quickness of 
the 18 to-24-pound Pomeranian. Today the larger 
FPomeranians are not often sren_at exhikitions in 
the United States: but the variety is still bees! 
and treasured, particularly in New York's Brotix, 

Perhaps oo other doge of Eutopesn origin have 
heen more lareely dietributed throughout the civl- 
lived world than white Pomeranians. In mid- 
Victorian times this larger Pomeranian was o pop- 
ular companion for women of fashion. 

The late Theodere Marples, of Munchester, 
England, first secretary of the English cana 
tilin Clob, wrote in 180! that during o 
abowe 75 vears a tace of almost perfect Fore Porm 
eraniins wos evolved from io few 5 brid fac of 
blacks, whites. ane or two sables, and orange-col- 
ored specimens, name less in weight than 7 of 5 
pounds The toys hod all the marked physical 
features of the breed: foxy. heads, small bars, 
hort backs, luxuriant coote and plumes, as well 
as all the vivielty, beauty, and activity of the 
larger thos, ‘They weighed ae little as one anil 
a half pounds full grown, and averaged probably 
four pHruriris. Their colors were black, blue, beaver, 
white, sable (various shades), black-and-white. 
brown (severa] shades), orange, and trcoler.

The wealth of the Pomeranians’ coats appears 
to be greater now than ever before. ‘Today in 
Amenta uw Pameranian frequently wins as the 
best exhibit af any breed at the greatest of len- 
nel events, 

A white Tow Pomeriniin is-seldom- seen; show 
dogs are mastly blacks, blues, or sables of various 
hues. When classification by weight is mode, the 
most suitable division should he: not exceedin 
7 posites, and excedding 7 pounds. Many color 
puppies underes a change in the shades of their 
coats after birth. blues often developmg into 
beautiful shaded sable: amd black, or seemingly 
blick puppies developing into blurs: ete. 


English Toy Spaniels 

"There are four vartielies of the Toy Spaniel of 
Englich breed, ant? these are distinguishable by 
their colores (Plate IV). ‘They are the King 
Charles; blick-anti-tan: the Prince Charies, black- 
tan-and-white; the Ruby’, chestnut-red; and the 
Kienheim, white with red or och Inmon-colored 
markings, 

The points. mostly those of the skull. foretace, 
of tule, length of curs, and cons are virtually 
the same: am all, for bench-show purposes, 
should have a round skull formation and not the 
fiat skull of the Chinese or Pekingese dog: Prob- 
thly the rouncdness« of skull, the extreme short- 
ness of muse, and the protuberance of the under- 
jaw have been brought about by much inbreeding, 
or breeding from sires and dams outstanding for 
those physical properties. 

“Toy Spaniels of a much slimmer bund than the 
in Europe as. 
women's pets, for they appear in many portraits of 
ladies of rank, All European Toy Spaniels were 
straight-taited, not curl-tathed like those of Asia.

1576: Poul Veronese, about {560: and Nicolis 
Lurgilliere, ghoot 1080, present portraits of Tov 
Spanicls, eviilentiy of high breedine (page 466 3. 
In Largilliére’s painting of Louis XTV and family 
(1680) a splencid litth apecimen of a white, black, 
ancl perhaps slightly tan dog is pictured barking 
at the feet of o gaily gowned, feather-bedecked 
child. In tn Italian painting hy Jacopo da Em- 
mali, 1575, there appears a group of ten Tor 
Spaniels. 

All of these dogs bad rather long. nouazies.

The Vorkshire Terrier (Plate Vi was not gnien 
roting-2s a pore breed until 1886, when the English 
Kennel Club accepted it as stich. 

Mrs, Mary Ann Foster of Broadford, Yorkshire, 
was then chief exhibiter.of the breed. The dece- 
rated cams in which her littl doge were chown 
alwiivs alirached women utd children visitors st 
all events. lncrdetitally, Mra. Poster wae the first 
worn to officiate at a British show. 

At the Hellewue Gardens shows, Manchester, 
Engiand, the best of the Vorkshite Terriers were 
to be seen. Must af these were ownnd hy work- 
ingmen and their wives. The dogs always were 
readily salable, and $100 to S150 was considered 
hiir price to pay far fb good specimen However, 
when Mrs J. K. Emmet, wife of a feeds 
American sector, gave $1,250 for the Vorkshire 
Terrier dog Conqueror, the breed treeeived a great 
boost. Mr, Emmet, it will be pomembered, gave 
$5,000 for the St. Bernard Champion Plinlimmon, 
which played the dog's part in Monts the Beustenen 
and did much to populsrize that breed in the 
United Stites in the early nineties,

Such dogs. itis thought, mvight have been wc] 
to produce the longer and more terri erlikie tiecusts 
How possessed by this exceedingly smart ani! ge- 
tive Hitthe Pinscher dog. Usually the Miniature 
Pinscher j is better built than the Tov Munchester

The Fortited Monastery of Mountain-girt Deéani Survives It 
Six Hundredth Birthday 


By EvHent CHAMBERLAIN PORTER 


AE notnday sin shone hetly pon a 

deserted road in South Serbia, that, 

country which once wie part of ancient 
Macedonia and which is now the aauthern 
portion of the Nazioocupled Kingdom of 
Yuwoslavia, 

Gur car waved a banner of dust behind it 
as it sped along, Behind us stretched a vast 
blae plain, shimmering in the heat and rimmed 
by far-off purple hills. 

Hefore us tose a dark mountain wall, the 
first Of three ranges which we must climb by 
breath-taking passes to the west, ‘There was 
no inn within a day's joumey, and our Amet- 
iran family—father, mother, and two sons— 
had come like medieval pilgrims to ask. for 
shelter at a niusstery, 


First Glimpse of the Monastery 


A river had cut a deep gorge between the 
mountains, anid where it emerged upon the 
plain we saw a white dome shining dgainst a 
backgroind of dark pines. Tt was qtr first 
view of the fortified monastery of the Orthodox 

Church, Visoki Detani, built in the 14th cen- 
tury when Serbia was one of the important 
nations of Europe (page 496}, 

We drove by the riverside up the valley, 
pissed beneath the shode of giant chestnut 
trees_and stopped before an ettrance gate set 
ina wall af heavy masonry. A thick oaken 
door bore a knocker in the shape of a bearded 
face, with a ring of twisted irom. 

To this ring had clung hunted fugitives of 
the Middle Ages, Mecing from Turkish scimi- 
tars, and terrified peasants escaping from 
homes put.to the torch by Albanian invaders. 
fur hope is that it affords sanctuary today 
for victims of Naud oppression,

opaned io ws motorists with all the grachous 


hospitality shawn to pilgrims of the past, for 
in this remote part of old Serbia the mon- 
astery is still a refloge for the traveler. A bit 


of bread and a place to sleep were all we 
asked, and we felt sure of a welcome, 
Across the sunny courtyard came a slender 
figure jo the severe black gown antl evtindrical 
cap of the Serbian Orthodox monk. He

A Moslem pair followed. “The muat’s trou- 
sera were tight in the leg and bagey in the 
seat, and his fex.was draped in a many-colored 
turhan, The woman was-swathed in volumi- 
nous garments, with the usual thick black veil 
which covered her entire face. Moslems and 
(Christians lived peaceably together in. Yuyo- 
slnvia. and no one seemed) surprized when the 
Mohammedan lady viewed a Christian shrine 
thrvugh her ‘Turkish veil. 

The frescoes of Detant were among the 
finest examples-of that Serbian art which lies 
between the stiff and formal work of the 
Byzantines and the fluid beauty of line and 
color of the Vtalian Renaissance, Some critics 
believe that the Renaissance in art began to 
blossiim in Serbia nearky a century before it 
appeared in Italy and the rest of Europe, 

The walle were crowded from dome to floor 
with frescoed figures, fainted in clear colors 
which blended into a-tapestry of hues, There 
were crowned and soeptered kinws with forked 
beards, some holding litth models of the 
churches they bad built. Golden halos shone 
about the heads of saints and white-winged! 
angels, whose graceful draperies seemed to 
flatter in the breeze. They thronged against 
o background of deep, evt blue under the 
sunset light until we pilgrims felt we were 
surrounded by all the hosts of heaven 

As twilight fell, dark figures began tb ete! 
neross: the quadrangle from. dormitory and 
workroom, We stom! against the wall, for 
there are no pews in an Orthodox church, 
‘One by one, with quiet faces, the monks 
entered the doorway, bent to kiss the golden 
ikon, then bowed low over the tomb. of 
Stevan, crossed themselves, and disappeared. 

A doxen boys from the school tiptoed over 
the marble floor, did honor to saint and king, 
and took their places in the choir stalls. 
Stim tapers twinkled, and hanging lamps shed 
dim light upon the painted walls. Suddenly, 
the silence was broken ly a sweet tenor voice 
behind the altar screen, singing the service. 

Then came Father Ambrogiie, stepping 
slowly and swinging a golden censer. The 
smoke floated upward in drifting spirals, and 
with it the magnificent music of the Ortho- 
dos choir reve toward the darkness of the 
dome, Boyish soprano, tenor, and bass min- 
ged in a rising floml of glorious harmony. 

We leaned. breathless, against our suppert- 
ing Wall. The 20th century hati pussed away, 
and we felt.as if we stood in the dim church 
with Stevan, listening to that heavenly chorus 
rising until it poured through the windows in 
the dome and floated out among the stars. 
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Alter ‘the service was done and the chiirch 
door had been locked with a key a foot long, 
the good monks clustered around vs in the 
darkness of the courtyard and told us tales 
of the enrly days when Stevan built his 
monastery in the wilderness. 

Thev ei of the time when wild Alba- 
nians murdered the 40 monks then in resl- 
dence and left the buildings to be swallowed 
up by the forest. Great trees grew mp before 
the carven doors, but the white marble dome 
still shone above them. A> hundred years 
later, 2 new group of Brothers cleared the land

But.” said the “this church his

Sad Fate of the Monastery Rooster 


Father Andreas finished his tale and said, 
“We regret deeply that your supper is sq 
long delayed, forit i our custom to serve aur 
guests before evensong, But tonight we must 
ask you to wait o little Innger. 

“We asked our cook to provide the beat food 
possible, in honor of our guests from America, 
In his enthusiasm, the unfortunate man killed, 
hy mistake, the monastery cock. He ts not 
yery tender, and we beg vou to he patient, ai 
that he may be cooked to your taste.” 

Later, when we had finished our bowls of 
soup, the wild-haired Nikola brought in the 
monastery pet, nicely browned und resting on 
a bed of rice. It took courage to eat him, 
hut we did, and found him gootl. 

When we had drained the last thimblefal 
of cofiee, and the evening blessing had been 
gil, Nikela appeared with a tin lantern in 
which ad candle sputtered, and led us up the 
shadowy staircase to our celle. The music of 
the stream “ang us to sleep, and we did not 
hear the monks softly stealing from their 
quarters to morning worship at four o'clock. 

When we nwoke, the sun was high, the 
monks had been about their business for 
hours, and the peasants were hard at work 
in fields and garden. 

Father Ambrovije stood at the ate to give 
ue a parting blessing, Stull we lingered, 
dreading to break the spell which this old 
monastery had thrown over us, but at last 
we said pocwllwe, offerme to hime and to the 
Brothers our heartfelt thanks for that gta- 
cious hospitality which had permitted us jo 
live for 24 hours in the 14th century.
